ſertions inthe World, for if the Fleet inthe Streights be too ſtrong, 
for theirs at Tholoun, and if ours at home be ſuperiour to: theirs. 
at Breſt, "tis little leſs than ridiculous tothink that we cannot as 
eaſily deal with their united Force in our own Seas, and that toa 
without the danger of expoſing our Ships to Ret, and the dread» 
ful Expence of maintaining them in another Country. So'that, 
whatever is pretended, tis for the Intereſt of Spazz, and for that: 
only, that our Fleet was ſent, and is ſtill kept there, we our 
ſclves reap nothing by it, but great Expence, and greater damage 
to our Ships. But it this ſhall continue year after year, we may.
